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RESEARCH 


Scientific  Research  Is  Considered 
More  important  In  University  at 
Copenhagen  than  'tnstructlon  of 
Students. 


Scientific  research  is  the  important 
work  at  the  Danish  University  located 
at  Copenhagen.  The  University  of  Co- 
.  penhagen  was  founded  by  Christian  1 
in  1478.  • 

Instructing  students  is  hut  one  side 
of  the  University’s  program;  'I'he  sci¬ 
entific  research  work '  is  really  the 
.  more  important  part,  even  tho  it  may 
escape  general  observation,  being-con¬ 
cealed  in  the  language  of  a -small  peo¬ 
ple.  The  University  ha.s  the  tniditional 
five  faculties — philosophy,  science  and 
mathematics,  medicine,  law,  and  the¬ 
ology. 

Only  those  who  have  completed  a 
three  year  course  in  the  Gymnasium 
and  have  passed  the  “studenter  ex- 
amen’’  can  be  registered  as  candidates 
for  degrees  in  the  University;  but  al- 
.  most  all  of  the  courses  are  open  to 
the  public.  Tuition  is  free  to  all.  The 
student  is  free  to  choose  his  own  cour¬ 
ses,  and  attends  lectures- as  he  pleas¬ 
es.  His  work  is  not -divided  into  terms 
by  minor  examinations.  His  first  ex-, 
amination  will  probably  come  after, 
three  years  of  university  study. 

.  From  all  parts  of  Denmark,  even 
from  Iceland,  students  cqme  to  attend 
the  University.  More  than  3500  stu¬ 
dents  and  .100  professors  are  occupied 
each  day  at  the  school.  'riie.Unlversity 
year  begins  with  matriculation  day, 
early  in  September.  '  Both  men  a'nd 
women  attend  the  University  of  Copen¬ 
hagen!  Sftidents  regard  work  at  the 
University  as  a  serious  profession  and 
dO;  not-,  look  upon  themselves  as  a 
class  superior  to  all  others. 

'Many  of- the  students  live  in  town 
.and -meet  only  at  their  various  clubs, 
gome  of  the  students  work  while  they 
are  nttendlng  school.  There  are  cer¬ 
tain  doritiiti»irleB  "rtili'ere  the  students 
'.  may  live  during  the  entire  five  or  six 
years,  they  are  attending  school.  Stu¬ 
dents  must  win  admission  to  these  dor¬ 
mitories  during  the  first  year  by  good 
work.  Once  admitted,  students  do  not 
have  to  pay  any  fee.  They  may  even 
be  granted  a  small -stipend. 

The  life  of  the  students  at  Regen- 
sen,  the  most  famous  of  .the  student 
houses,  escapes  the  public  eye.  The 
,  great  traditional  festivals  are  attend¬ 
ed  only  by  the  residents  and  are  not 
•'reported  to  the  press.  One  of  the  great- 
,  est  of  these  festivals  is  nothing  more 
than,  the  celebration  of  the  planting 
of  a  linden  tree  In  the  center  of  the 
,  courT  in  1785.  Through  the  brilliant 
northern  night,  which)  in,  the  spring-' 
time  of  the  year  never  comes,  to- com¬ 
plete.  darkness,  songs  and  speeches 
rise  to  the  honor  of  the  linden. 

The  man  in  command  at  Regensen 
,,  is  the .  Provost,  who'  is  chosen  from 
the  faculty  of  the  University.  Among 
the  newer  dormitories  are  the  beauti¬ 
ful  Ilagemaun’dColegium  with  ac¬ 
comodations -for  fifty-six  students  at  a 
cost  of  sixteen  dollars  per  month  to 
each  student.  Tbe.studant  life  at  the 
University  of  Copenhagen  centers' oji^ 
these  dormitory  organizations,  biit 
there  are  many  societies  where  the 
students  meet  on  comrhon  grounds.

ST.  JOSEPH  WOMEN 
HEAR  MISS  DELUCE 


Head  of  College  -  Art  Dept.  Speaks 
Before  Runcie  Club  of  St.  Joseph 
on  Needs  of  Missouri  in  the  Line 
of  Fine  Arts. 


Miss  Olive  S.  DeLuce,  head  of  the 
department  of  Fine  Arts  in  the  College 
went  to  St.  Joseph, .January  27,  wliere 
she  addressed  the  Runcie  Club,  a  long 
established  organization,  upon  the  sub¬ 
ject  of  ‘‘-Fine  -Arts  in  Missouri.”  - 

Miss  DeLuce  made  the  statement 
that  Fine  Arts  can  aid-  in  solving 
some  of  the  prohlenis  of  the  State. 
That  the,  population  of  the  slate,  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  last  census  is  not  in¬ 
creasing  in  number,  is  a  matter  of 
grave  concern,  but-  people  do  not  stay 
in  communities  where  the  artijitic  side 
of  their  natures  is  not  supplied,  for 
"man  does  not  live  by  head  alone.” 
There  Js-,  therefore,  need  to  supply 
this  necessity  of  life  l)y  more  l)eauti- 
ful  surroundings — liomes,  public  build¬ 
ings,  and  cities.  There  is  also  need  of 
systematic  teaeliing  of  art  in  the  pub¬ 
lic  schools  so  that  all  the  Children 
may  be  trained  to  appreciate  and  en¬ 
joy  beauty. 

A  quite  material,  l)Ut  no  less  import¬ 
ant  side  of  the  problem,  was  also  men¬ 
tioned  by  Miss  DeLuce,  the  fact  that 
Missouri  as  a  state,  though  ranking 
foremost  in  the  export  of  the  raw  pro¬ 
ducts  of  agriculture  and  mining  has 
not  yet  taken  advantage  of  the  added 
wealth; resulting  when  the  raw  pro¬ 
duct  is'  made  more  valuable  through 
trained  mechanical  and  artistic^  skill. 
Consequently  the  state  sells  mo.st  of 
its  products  at  a  low  price  but  im¬ 
ports  clothing,  furniture,  silverware, 
and  food  at  a  high  price.  Though 
ranking  first  in  the  quality  and  amount 
of  clay  produced  by  any  state  in  the 
union,  it  is  used  at  present,  chiefly 
for  tile  making  of  brick.  Not  a  noted 
pottery  operates  within  the  state  and 
the  vast  refiources  of  clay  is  not  be¬ 
ing  utilized  in  making  highly  finished 
or  artistic  products.  ■ 

Miss  DeLuce’s  strongest  point  was 
her  plea  for  more  bejfuty  and  for  train¬ 
ing  in  appreciation  of  beauty.

The  Students'  Singing  Society,  which 
is  almost  pnefbundred  years  old,  has 
great  popularity  in  Denmark,  and  has 
made  tours  to  foreign  capitals  and 
universities  slnprlUfl  their  own  gay  stu¬ 
dent  songs,  (oik  songs,  and  festival 
xantatas.  Orgonliied  .  athletics  have 
opiy  recently  won  a  place  in  the  .stu¬ 
dent  'life.

The  Student  Council  held  its  first 
meeting  following  tho  Chi'lstnias  va¬ 
cation,  Monday  evening,  Jaminry  2C, 
at  Residence  Hull.  The  Business  be¬ 
fore  tlie  Council  was  the  seating  of 
four  new  representatives  from  Ihe 
classes.  M.  E.  Selecman,  elected  rep 
ro.sontatlve  from  tlie  senior  class,  and 
Ned  Cdlliert,  elected  from  tlie  soplio- 
moro  class,  were  seated. 

By  reason  of  the  fact  that  in  the 
junior  and  fresliman  elections,  a  list 
ot  five  names  was  not  sAiIniiltled  to 
tile  welfare  committee  as  is  provided 
in  the  Constitution,  lliose  two  elect¬ 
ions  were,  by  Hie  Council,  adjudged 
unconstilnliOnal.  Tlio  vacancies  thus 
occurring  in  the  Council  are  to  be 
supplied  i)y  election,  the  coustlUition 
providing  that  tills  election  sliall  take 
place  witliin  the  council.

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Mrs.  L.  .  E,  White,  wlio  .Is  teaching 
Latin,  history,  and  vocations  In  tho 
Elmo  High  School,  spent  January  24- 
25  at  lier  homo  in  Maryville.  Mrs. 
White  is  enthusiastic  about  her  work 
and  finds  Hie  -  work  in  vocations  es- 
peclully  Interesting.  In  this  class  the 
onrullinoiU  is  Hiirty  two.  'Phe  text  us- 
od  is  Broiyor’s  ‘‘Vocations.’ ’  At  tlio 
beginning  ot  the  work  each  piipil  is 
given  a  score  card  lo  bo  used  in  scor¬ 
ing  his  own  personallly  and  ahililie.s, 
‘PhesB  cards  are  then  tiled  for  refor- 
otice.  When  Ihe  work  is  completed  the 
pupil  is  given  another  card.  AgaliLthe 
score  is  recorded,  and  a  comparison 
made  with  (he  first  card.

,  Another  type  of  score  card  used  is 
one  that  gives  the  pupils  a  knowledge 
of  various  necupatioiis.  He  ieurns  tho 
amount  of  training  required  :  before 
he  is  able  to  enter  various  kinds  of 
employment,  the  advantages  and  dis¬ 
advantages,  the  effect  on  iiertonalityi 
the  effect  on  the  cummunlty.  the  in¬ 
come  obtained,  and  the  conditions  um 
der  whU'h  the  work  must  ha  dotie. 
I  his/knowledge  aaaists  the  pupils  in 
selecting  eoveral  vocations  which  can 
he  caiefully.  conaldered  hefove 
ling  It  dvUlUte  cpoico  for  Wa  Ilfo  worlf, 
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"q’lic  schools  do  not  tench  spelling 
now-a-duy.s.  At  least  they  don’t  teach 
the  pupits  lo  spell  as  they  did  when  I 
was  a  hoy.’’

College  Librarian  Talks  of  ' Continent 
of  South  America,  Its  Discovery  and 
Colonization  and  Its  Progressive 
Spirit. 


Mr.  Wells  addressed  Hie  Mutual 
Improvement  Circle  of  Maryville,  Jan 
nary  27. 

Mr.  Wells’  address  dealt  with  the 
continent  of  South  America.  He  suim 
marized  the  work  ot  discovery  and 
colonization  otUhe  .continent,  and  dis¬ 
cussed  the  struggles  met  with  in  the 
formation  of  the  Latin  Republics. 

He  spoke  ot  the  progressive  spirit 
ot  South  America  and  likened  them 
to  our  own  metropolitan,  centers.  He 
spoke  in  detail  ot  education  and  ro- 
[.liglon,  in  Chile,  where  he  taught  for 
six  years  in  the  services  of  the  United 
States  Government.  At  the  close  ot  liis 
address,  Mr.  Wells  gave  his  audience 
an  opportunity  for’  asking  questions, 
of  which  many  took  advantage. 

Mr.  Well.s’  lecture  of  approximately 
two  hour.s  was  regarded  as  if  real  treat 
by  the  members  and  guests  who  were 
jiresent. 


Theory  is  drawing  conclusions,  and 
practice  is  putting  the  conchisjous  in¬ 
to  effect.  According  to  Miss  Paxton, 
when  interviewed  by  a  Courier  report¬ 
er  lust  weel^,  most  courses  in  Educa¬ 
tion  can  be  made  too  theoretical.  Un¬ 
less  the  Instructor  uses  precaution  the 
student  will  go  out  of  the  class  with 
ail  abundant  supjily  of  facts  and  with 
ability  to  diagnose  troubles  but  no 
experience  in  remedying  the  troubles 
he  sees. 

,  In  her  work.  Miss  Paxton  follows 
lip  her  teaching  by  giving  her  classes 
practice  in  actual  work  and  the  appli¬ 
cation  of  theories  learned. 

Last  week  examination  papers  of  the 
class  wore  studied,  nnd  a  basis  for 
grading  the  values  of  those  papers 
worked  out.  Tills  Included:  the  type 
of  question,  the  importance  of  the 
question,  tlie  kind  and  quality  of  ans¬ 
wers,  and  the  students’  ability  ot  mem¬ 
ory  and  reason. 

This  kind  of  work  enables  the  stu¬ 
dent  to  compare  his  work  with  that 
ot  other  members  of  the  class,  and 
provides  n  check-up  on  hliiiself.  It  also 
gives  training  in  the  art  ot  questioning 
practice  in  determining  values,  and  a 
review  of  past  work.
